Accident was at this Time more 
an Enemy than the French; for two addi- 
tional Gunners loading a Cannon, not well

| the latent Fire cauſed a Diſcharge, 
vrhich coſt them both their Lives; they were 
of Lord Efingbam's Regiment. In the Night, 
a Party of the Enemy advanced, almoſt as near 
as our Paliſadoes, who with undaunted Bravery 
ſtood and returned our Fire for about ten 
Minutes, when they thought proper to retire, 
the Darkneſs of the Night preventing the Diſ- 
covery of their Loſs; if any; there was none 
on dur Side. On the ꝗth, they renewed their

Party of the Enemy attacked Mar lverough Fort; 
they were about five Hundred, who were ſo 
bravely repulſed by a Captain's Guard of fifty 
Men only, that they retired with ſome Loſs, 
and great Precipitation, after two Hours almoſt 
incredible Reſiſtance, with very little Loſs 
to us; after which the Remainder of the 
Night pa fed undiſturbed by any further Ac- 
tion. On the 1oth, an inceſſant Firing was 
again renewed and kept up, with great Spirit 
and Reſolution on. both Sides; one Woman 
only, a follower of Colonel Rich's Regiment, 
had the il! Fortune to be wounded on this Day. 
The Enemy having crected two Mortar Bat- 
teries in the Town, our Mortars and Cohorns 
were directed to keep a continual Fire upon 
that Part of it. Lieutenant Kznedy, of Colonel 
Rich's Regiment, was detached by Water round 
Cape Mola, to make his Obſervation of the 
Enemy's Works. On the 11th, nothing ma- 
terial happened on either Side, the Firing was 
continued with the uſual Acrimony, and we 
had one Man wounded: we continued our 
Fire the whole Night to annoy their Works; 
and the Enemy obletving the Briſkneſs' of our 
Fire upon the Town, continued theirs with 
their utmoſt Efforts from Cape Mala, for the 
whole Night. On the Morning, May the 12th, 
the French Fleet came again in view, after four 
Days abſence. Me flackened our Fire upon 
Cape Mola for this Day, and at Night hearing

To this Account he he added, 
at they had loſt great Numbers of their 801 
dlers and Subaltern Officers; that our Execu- 
tion on the preceding Night was very conſider- 
able, on which Night they had 34 Gunners 
killed. There was a Decreaſe of firing on 
both Sides for this Day, and but one Man of 
Lord Fffingham's Regiment wounded by a 
Splinter of a Shell. At Night the Aſſailants 
and Aſſailed exerted greater Vigour, keeping an, 
inceſſant firing the whole Night; that of the 
Enemy was but ſlow, however, from their Bat- 
teries in Town, occaſioned by one of their Mor- 
tars being broken by our Shells ; but from 
Cape Mola they kept a vigorous and a copſtant 
Aſſail. Small Parties of the Enemy advancin 
near our weſtern Lynette, were ſoon ;epelled 
and driven back by the Guards. 
On the 1 5th the Attack was not ſo briſk on 
either Side in the Motuing as in the Afternoon, 
when one of the Efemy's Shetls falling on the 
North-counter Guard among the Chrtridges | 
and loaded Shells,” ſerting them on Fire, blew 
up a large Stone Blind, broke ore Carriage, 
and buried two Guns ih the Ruins. This un- 
happy Accident diſconcerted us greatly. We

We alſo began to erect 
a Battery near the Draw - bridge, near the North- 
welt Eaveling. On Sunday the 16th there was 
very little Action on either Side; this Morning 
the French Priſoner, wounded by the Centinel, 
expired of his Wounds; and we had one of 
Colonel Riche's Regiment, and one of the Royal 
Welch Fuſileers wounded by the Splinters of a 
Shell. In the Afternoon the Enemy beat a 
Parley, when an Aid de Camp with a Drum- 
mer- defired Admittance, which he obtained 
upon Condition, or the Terms, of being blind- 
folded, who being brought to the Governor, 
he produced ſome Pieces of Lead bound with 
Braſs Wire, which he aſſerted were fired from 
the Garriſon; and declaiming upon the Cruelty 
of ſuch a Practice among Chriſtian Powers,
